of  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1963* 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  23,320  persons,  this  being  230  more  than  in  I962,  Births  numbered 
346  as  compared  v/ith  395  in  1962,  being  therefore  49  fewer  than  in 
that  year.  There  were  340  deaths  (313  in  I962),  Of  these  340  deaths 
179  or  52/b  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  nnd  over.  The  number  of  deaths 
in  infants  under  one  year  was  2 (I9  in  I962).  This  gives  an  Infant 
i'lortality  Rate  of  5»8  as  compared  with  the  exceptionally  high  rate 
of  48  in  1962,  Accident  was  the  cause  of  death  in  15  cases,  of  which 
6 were  motor  vehicle  accidents  (figures  in  I962  were  l4  and  5).  There 
were  6 suicides  (5  in  I962) . Cancer  deaths  numbered  66. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  I963  v;as  a Measles  year 
and  44l  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  There  v/ere  five  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  4 of  these  being  pulmonary  and  one  non-pulmonary ; the 
age  at  death  was  56  years,  57  years,  58  years,  67- years  and  68  years. 

As  v/ill  be  seen,  these  cases  occurred  in  the  older  age  groups. 

During  I963  typhoid  fever  was  imported  into  this  country. 
Fortunately  no  cases  occurred  in  the  Chanctonbury  District,  There  were, 
however,-  4 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  there  is  a similarity  in  these 
two  diseases  in  that  personal  hygiene  plays  such  an  important  part  in 
their  prevention,  V/ith  our  present  type  of  hand-operated  sanitary 
fittings,  it  is  difficult  to  ensure  complete  personal  hygiene.  If  a 
serious  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  prevent  food  poisoning  and  allied 
diseases  there  must  be  a switch  over  nationally  from  hand-operated 
to  foot-operated  sanitary  fittings,  viz.  flushing  hsjndle  to  water 
closet,  door  of  water  closet  and  taps  of  wash-hand  basins.

It  will  be  seen  in  Page  25  that  the  BrUcella  organism  has 
been  isolated  from  raw  milk,  i.e,  milk  which  has  not  been  heat  treated. 
This  risk  is  alv/ays  present  with  milk  that  is  not  heat  treated  and  the 
present  figures  are  probably  an  underestimate  of  the  extent  of  infection 
in  milk  since  excretion  of  the  organism  in  the  milk  is  frequently 
intermittent . 


As  in  my  Peport  for  19^2,  my  advice  is  that  only  heat  treated 
milk  should  be  consumed. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963?  which  came  into  force  in 
October  19^3?  imposed  statutory  duty  on  local  aut  lorities  to  arrange 
for  all  meat  to  be  inspected  and  provision  is  made  in  the  Regulations 
for  local  a.uthorities  to  recover  from  the  trade  some  of  the  cost  of 
the  service.  In  the  Chanctonbury  District  100/a  moat  inspection  was 
being  carried  out  before  the  introduction  of  these  Regulations. 

Main  Drainage.  The  construction  of  main  drainage  throughout  the 
District  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Unfortunately  progress 
suffered  from  the  severe  winter  of  1962  - 63- 

During  1963'  several  hundred  connections  to  main  drainage  were 
effected.  This  resulted  in  a lessening  of  the  number  of  cesspools  to 
approximately  the  same' number.  Unfortunately,  hov/evor,  some  nev; 
development  has  been  permitted  without  the  requirement  of  main  draina.ge 
and  so  the  position  is  not  quite  as  satisfactory  a,s  had  been  hoped. 

This  now  development  is  imainly  in  connection  v/ith  agricultural 
dv/ellings  the  siting  of  v;hich  malees  connection  to  main  drainage 
very  difficult  to  provide.

There  is  no  public  Mortuary  in  the  Rural  District,  By 
arrangement  with  the  respective  councils,  bodies  are  received  from 
Chanctonbury  into  the  public  Mortuary  at  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  the 
public  Mortuary  at  Horsham.

RAG  FLOCK  AI\^D  OTHER  FILLING  'MTERIALS  ACT  1931 


This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  "clean"  filling 
materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or  lined,- 
Under  this  Act  it  is  unlawful  in  the  course  of  business  to  use  filling 
materials  to  v;hich  the  Act  applies,  in  any  form  of  upholstery,  the 
stuffing  or  lining  of  toys,  baby  carriages  etc,  except  on  premises 
registered  by. a local  authority.  It  is  also  an  offence  to  sell  or 
expose  for  sale  on  any  premises  any  article  containing  filling  material 
to  which  the  Act  applies,  which  does  not  comply  with  standards  of 
cleanliness  laid  down. 

One  factory  in  the  District  is  registered  for  the  use  of  filling 
materials. 


CARAVAN  SITES  MD  CONTROL  OF  D^CVELOPICTT  ACT,  19 60 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O  has  two 
main  parts.  Part  I introduces  a licensing  system,  to  be  operated  by  ' 
the  local  authorities  for  the  regulation  of  the  establishment  and 
operation  of  caravan  sites.  Part  II  on  the  other  hand,  amends  the 
law  relating  to  tovm  and  country  planning  generally  and  not  only  to 
caravan  sites.

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Food  Complaints 


During  1963?  two  complaints  were  received  from  residents  who 
felt  that  they  had  boon  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  A full  investigation  v/as  made  of  nzi  those  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  v/ero  informed  and  invited 
to  submit  explanations.  In  one  case  the  complaint  could  not  be 
substantiated  and  no.  action  was  tal?;on;  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
in  the  other  caseiby  the  County  Council) 

Powers  to  d'eal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  imder  section  P and  section  8.  The  complaint 
in  respect  of  v/hich  the  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  under  Section  2 of  the  Act  which  relates  to  general  protection 
for  purchasers  of  food  and  drugs.  This  section  provides  that  a 
person  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  any  food  or  drug 
which  is  not  of  the  nature,  or  not  of  the  substance,  or  not  of  the 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence. 

The  case  was  passed  to  the  Foods  Drugs  Authority  and  belov/ 
are  the  particulars  of  the  case  in  which  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted

A complaint  of  delivery  of  milk  in  a dirty  milk  bottle  was 
received.  In  accordance  with  the  Milk  8c  Dairies  (General)  Regulations, 
1959,  the  milk  having  been  filled  at  premises  in  the  Borough  of 
V/orthing,  the  complaint  v;as  passed  to  the  V/orthing  Borough  Council, 
who  instituted  legal  proceedings.  The  case  was  heard  at  V/orthing 
Magistrates  Court  on  29th  January,  1964,  when  a fine  of  £20  was 
imposed  with  costs  of  £5.  5.  0. 

The  information  about  the  proceedings  in  these  cases  was  given 
to  me  by  the  Foods  & Drugs  Authority, 


Sections  8 and  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  relate  to  the  sale 
etc,  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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Section  8 (Punishment  for  sale  etc.  of  food  unfit  for  human 
consumption) 

This  section  provides  that  any  person  who  sells  or  offers  or 
exposes  for  sale,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
any  food  intended  for,  but  unfit  for,  human  consumption,  shall  be 
guilty  of  £in  offence. 


Section  9 (Examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food) 

An  authorised  officer  of  a council  may  at  all  reasonable 
times  examine  any  food  intended  for  human  consumption  which  has  been 
sold,  or  is  offered' or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  possession  of,  or 
has  been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to,  any  person  for  the  purpose 
of  sale,  or  of  preparation  for  sale,-  and  if  it  appears  to  him  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption  may  seize  it  and  remove  it  in  order  to 
have  it  dealt  with  by  a justice  of  the  peace. 


No  formal  action  v/as  necessary  under  this  Section,  but  requests 
were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination  of  suspected  food.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  no  public  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District, 

There  arc  two  privately  ov/ned  slaughterhouses  at  present. 

Before  a slaughterhouse  licence  can  be  granted  by  the  Local 
Authority  certain  "Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations"  in 
accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Curelty)  Regulations,  1958, 
must  be  complied  v/ith.  The  date,  known  as  the  Appointed  Day,  on 
v;hich  these  Regulations  became  fully  effective  in  this  district  was 
1st  January,  1985* 

Two  applications  for  renovAal  of  licences  were  dealt  with  by 
the  Council  in  1965* 

Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  regularly  at  the  slaughterhouses 
and  the  table  on  the  next  page  shows  the  particulars  of  ajiimals  killed. 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963 

These  Regulations  v/hich  came  into  force  in  October,  I963, 
imposes  on  Local  Authorities  a statutory  duty  to  arrange  for  all  meat 
to  bo  inspected  and  contains  powers  for  the  Local  Authority  to  malco  a 
charge  for  inspection  up  to  a certain  maximum,  viz,  2/6d,  for  cattle, 
9d.  for  each  calf  or  pig  and  6d,  for  each  sheep.  The  Council  adopted 
the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  that  those  charges 
be  made. 


Slaughter  of  jlnimals  Act,  IPQB,

Licensing  Act,  I96I 

As  regards  registration  of  premises  under  the  Licensing  Act, 
1961  the  Public  Health  Department  has  three  main  points  to  consider  - 
compliance  v/ith  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  that  part  of  the  premises 
concerned  with  the  storage  and  sale  of  food,  adequacy  of  sanitary 
accommodation  and  adequacy  and  efficiency  of  ventilation  arrangements.

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HOUSING 


In  relation  to  housing,  local  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  193^  and  I96I  and  the  Housing  Acts. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  193‘c  the  main  action  taken  is 
in  respect  of  Nuisances  - their  discovery  and  abatement.  These 
are  dealt  with  earlier  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  1957  and  other  relevant  acts  - the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act  1959?  the  Housing  Act  I96I  and  others.  The  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act  1959  introduced  a new  system  of  grants  knovm  as 
Standard  Grants  and  the  Housing  Act  I96I  ushered  in  a new  system  of 
housing  subsidies,  and  gives  extensive  nev/  pov/ers  to  local 
authorities  to  enable  them  to  deal  v/ith  bad  living  conditions  in 
houses  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family • 

Belov/  is  set  out  certain  of  the  provisions  of  these  Acts

FACTORIES  ACT,  I96I 


District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in  connection 
v;ith  general  health  and  v/.elfare  provisions  in  factories.  These 
differ  according  to  v/hether  the  factory  is  a pov;er  factory  or  a non- 
power factory,  i.e,  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-pov;er  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding  temperature, 
ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences, 

r 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  II, H.  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  is  also 
responsible'  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  arc  aJLso  responsible  for  enforcing 
provisions  of  the  Act  rela.ting  to  Outwork.

Outv/ork,  The  lav/  in  relation  to  outworkers  is  dealt  with  in 
Sections  133  snd  13^  (Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act), 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  v/hich  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour, 

Section  133  of  fbe  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
employed  by  them  as  outworkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Council 
of  the  District  in  which  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place 
of  employment  of  the  outv/orker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outv/orker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council, 

Section  13^1-  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of 
persons  in  unwholesome  premises. 
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On  the  following  pages  are  tables  giving  the  prescribed 
particulars  which  are  required  by  -Section  153  (l)  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1961  to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
Annual  Reports  with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  1 and  VIII  of 
that  Act,
